bee or Apis mellifica, and her specific 
influence upon the above 
named 
or- 


gan. 


Considering then the 
well known 


fact that the bee during 
her life time 


is a messenger 
or carrier 
of vegtive 


propagation 
by 
transferring 
during 


her wanderings the germs of fructifi- 
cation from plant 
to plant aud 
from 


blossom to blossom, we willin all na- 
ture scarcely And a second example of 
so sublime a character, 
to wit: an ap- 


parently insignificant insect which, ? 
besides many other valuable gifts and 
qualities, ?proves 
to be an 
assisting 


necessity 
to vital propagation, 
even 


after its own death. 
Will any materialist 
deny here the 


prearrangement 
by a divine power? 


The bee herself 
seems 
almost 
con- 


scious of her important relation to our 
fairer human sex. 
Let a company of 


ladies and gentlemen 
approach a bee- 


hive, and you will see the ladies very 
seldom attacked, 
whilst 
their male 


companions willhave to take all kinds 
of precautions to avoid 
the 
dreaded 


stings.

this little being are well apt 
to lead 


the mind of man to very strong reflec- 
tions.

who only stand between the beekeep- 
ers of California and the consumers 
of 


the East and control the 
market and 


shear the beekeeperof his profits. En- 
terprising 
speculators 
not 
content 
witli a 
reasonable 
profit, 
resort to 


rings and comers 
in order 
to 
wring 


from the hard fisled producer his well 
earned 
dollars. 
The products 
of the 


apiary are now one of the staple 
arti- 


cles ot export and are subject to rings 
and corners 
tbe 
same 
as 
grain 
and 


other products. 
The failure 
in 
the 
honey 
crop 
last 
season 
renders 


the 
financial 
condition 
of 
bee- 


keepors 
this year of such character 


as 
for 
them 
to 
secure 
at 
least 


a fair price for their honey. 
The pres- 


ent wants of many compel immediate 
shipments to Frisco, ?all of which the 
dealers seem to understand 
and 
avail 


themselves 
of the circumstances 
by 


offering a nominal 
price 
for 
honey. 


We are informed 
that 
some 
of 
the 


leading 
honey 
dealers 
on 
the coast 


have notified some of the larj;e deal- 
ers east not to order honey yet us they 
will soon be able ta obtain it at much 
lower figures. 
We are of the opinion 


that there Is a way of thwarting these 
operations 
by the producers 
clubbiug 


together and shipping in large 
quan- 


tities and sending oue of their number 
through with the shipment to dispose 
of the same 
to the 
best 
advantage. 


We are informed that this matter will 
be presented 
at the 
next meeting of 


the Los Angeles Bee-keepers' 
Associa- 


tion, on Saturday 
17th inst., at Leek's 
Hall, Los Angeles. 
We see 
uo good 


reason why this 
plan 
of marketing 


honey cannot be 
carried 
into effect. 


The plan is certainly a feasible 
one, 


and we think should 
be carried 
into 


execution 
at once, 
as it would 
un- 


doubtedly result In a big gain to the 
producers. 
Should 
this 
method 
of 


shipping 
be 
adopted 
by 
bee-keepers 


generally, it would make small 
rings 


and little corners.

we think avails 
but little; water or 


dirt thrown 
freely among 
them we 


have fouud 
most effectual. 
They of 


their own accord 
usually 
settle, but 


when they swarm 
out 
with the full 


determination 
of absconding, 
there is 


no remedy. 
Mr. W's 
bees appear to 


be troubled with the swarming fever, 
and as he 
says, 
aie only hived to be 


hived again. 
We willgivehim an ef- 


fectual remedy to compel 
his 
bees to 


remain 
in the hive 
where 
they are 


put. 
After the 
bees 
are 
all 
in 


the 
hive, close 
the 
entrance 
so 


that 
they 
cannot 
get 
out, 
but 


be careful 
and give 
them 
sufficient 


ventilation, 
so 
that 
they 
will not 


smother; 
then place 
n- ,n in a dark 


room or cellar, where they will not be 
disturbed. 
They will remain 
more 


quiet in a dark place, but if you have 
no suitable room let them stand 
out 


of doors. Keep them .shut up for three 
days. 
On the evening of the third 


day liberate 
them, when 
they will 


have dissipated all idea of absconding 
and willat once go vigorously to work. 
The reason 
for this is that when bees 


swarm they invariably provide them- 
selves 
with three 
days 
rations, 
and 


when confined for that length of time 
they consume 
the provision on hand 


and like the traveler when 
strapped 


must stop and go to work. 
We have 


practiced 
this for several 
years, and 


nave never failed in a single instance 
to compel the swarm to remain. 
Bees 


sometimes desert the hive on account 
of some offensive odor about it, heat, 
and various otber causes often not dis- 
cernible or known to the bee-keeper. 
Hives should 
never 
be made 
of new 


pine boards or any other lumber that 
has a strong odor, as it is offensive 
to 


the bees and frequently causes 
them 


to desert the hive.

by the ton.

We have just seen a letter from J. 


H. Harbison,of Ban Diego, to a friend 
in Los Angeles, which states that the 
honey crop there willbe much shorter 
than was at first anticipated, owing to 
the cool weather, 
which has dried up 


the nectar in the flowers so that but 
little honey is obtained 
from them. 


So far as we have been 
able to learn 


from the apiariaus 
in 
Los Angeles 


county the flowers continue to yield 
honey in abundance, 
with fair 
pros- 


pect* aiiead.

discussion over the legality of the in- 
stitution of tiie Board of Public Works 
is quite 
nonsensical. 
In the 
whole 


question there is but 
one point, aud 


that is whether the Legislature 
has a 


right to regulate 
municipal 
affairs. 


That question 
was settled when 
tbe 


State of Massachusetts 
established 
its 


State 
Constabulary 
force, and 
when 


New York inaugurated the system of 
the Metropolitan Police. 
Never was 


legislation harder fought, both in the 
Courts aud the bodies that 
instituted 


these systems; and it will be 
remem- 


bered that in the contest in New York, 
Fernando 
Wood, being 
Mayor, sur- 


rounded the City Hall with his entire 
force to prevent 
the entrance 
of the 


Metropolitan Police to take charge of 
the office, or assume 
their functions 


over the City Police under 
the law. 


The matter was 
.'ought by both force 


and argument, and under the decision 
of the Supreme 
Court, or rather both 


that 
and 
the Court of Appeals, the 


Metropolian 
Police 
still exists. 
In 


Massachusetts 
there was not so vigo- 


ious opposition to the State 
Consta- 


bulary, yet the same 
objections 
were 


raised, and 
the 
SuDreme 
Court 
de- 


cided that tiie State constabulary 
was 


a legally constituted body. 
The high- 


est tribunals in these States 
aid down 


tbe rule that has ever been 
sustained 


and 
is familiar to every student who 


has read a hundred 
pages of Black- 


STONE, that the Legislature can make 
any enactment 
tending to the public 


good, not in conflict with the specific 
provisions of the constitution. 
Upon 


this principle the States of Massachu- 
setts and New York have decided that 
the Legislature 
has the right to thus 


legislate in regard 
to municipal 
af- 


fairs. 
The constitution 
governs 
the 


applicotion of legislation, aud the Su- 
preme Court alone can settle its legal- 
ity. 
We understand 
that an amount 


of nearly two thousand 
dollars 
has 


been raised 
by the opponents 
of the 


Board to fight the matter of opposi- 
tion through, but we think that under 
the existence of well established 
pre- 


cedents 
it is money 
mis spent. 
The 


principle is so firmly established 
and 


adhered 
to by the courts 
that there 


can be no doubt that both the Legis- 
lature will be 
sustained 
in creating 


tbe Board and the Governor in 
mak- 


ing the appointments. 


Our Friend, the Colonel. 


Our 
friend, Colonel 
Thomas 
A. 


Scott, 
is

of the most 
widely 


known railroad 
men in the country. 


His identification with our main lines 
ofroad extends over a period of twen-

accomplished 
a single great work in 


railroad building. 
That he contem- 


plates an effort in this direction,

that they are 
heavily in debt,

some of these 


companies are bankrupt and their busi- 
ness iv the hands of receivers.
